Editorial—Announcement that the Northwest- 
ern Miller is at home in a new building of its 
own.—How Leiter was a blessing to sensational 
newspaper writers, is shown; and ow comes a 
‘“‘new Napoleon of Wall street’’ with a consoli- 
dation scheme.—The editor tells why a gigantic 
consolidation s¢heme cannot a success.—A 
word to millers in regard to export shipments. 
—Our South American trade. 

Special—The front page illustrations of Min- 
nesota wheat-threshing scenes start the writer 
of “Threshing-Time” into a semi-reminiscent 
strain. 

Minneapolis—Flour output was less than the 
week before, but millers reported a better de- 
mand with large sales.—While the improvement 
included export, prices favore1 buyers. 

Foreign Cables—Glasgow reports, on Sept. 7, 
scarcely qnough business to test prices, but very 
light stocks of flour.—Liverpool markets show 
a decline on all pe but low-grade of 1s from 
last week.—London markets still drag. 

Chicago and Wisconsin—A better local trade 
and a quieter export demand were noted.—In 
Chicago, flour prices are suffering from a desire 
on the part of mills to sell.—Wisconsin millers 
are pleased with the new wheat. 

The Southwest—Another decline of ten to fif- 
teen cents a barrel on flour, for the week, did 
not make the situation any more encouraging 
to millers.—Wheat in St. Louis elevators low. 

Foreign—National Wheat Stores is a question 
that seems to havea firm foundation in Eng- 
land; and the report of the committee appoint- 
ed to investigate it is given. 

Head of the Lakes—Another increase in the 
output of the mills was shown, 77,575 bbls of 
flour being ground in the week.— Large exports 
were also made. 

Kansas City—Mills run on full time, but 
easy.—Eastern buyers were in the market, but 
“‘wheat is too high and flour too low.” 

vorer, of the Ohio—Indianapolis_ mills made 
18,700 bbls of flour, and sold it.—Export trade 
was slow, and wheat hard to get. 

The Dakotas and Northern Minnesota—Now 
that a big crop has been secured, the next 
anxiety is the price. 

Montreal—Some export business was done, 
but the market was weak.—New Manitoba 
wheat bought. 

New York City—New-wheat flour suffered a 
decline, but was not active.—The trade bought 
cautiously. 

Tennessee—Low prices demoralized southern 
markets and millers are correspondingly dis- 
consolate. 

Baltimore—Lack of confidence made a dull 
market.—City mills grind about 10,500 bbls of 
flour. 

Buenos Aires—It is shown that local millers 
are not likely to do much European business. 

Boston—New-wheat flour received the most 
inquiry.—Buyers still look for lower prices. 

Milwaukee—General activity prevailed among 
the mills, with more buyers in the market. 

Buffalo—Mills are running continuously, with 
unstable prices a disturbing factor. 

Philadelphia—A reduction of ten cents a bar- 
rel on flour failed to entice buyers. 

New Orleans—Figures are given that indicate 
a satisfactory export business. 

Michigan—Trade was confined mostly tosmall 
orders.—-Death of A. T. Davis. 

Toledo—Mills ran full time, but found the 
general situation dull. 
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Tuts week the Northwestern Miller is is- 
sued from its new quarters, the Northwestern 
Miller building, a three-story structure of 
stone and brick, located at 118 South Sixth 
street, Minneapolis. which has been built 
especially for its uses. The change from 
its old offices in the New York Life Arcade 
was rendered necessary by the constant 
growth of its business and the demand for 
larger accommodations resultant therefrom. 
On Thursday of this week the new building 
was formally opened in an appropriate 
manner and a large number of the Miller’s 
friends responded to its invitation to cele- 
brate the occasion aid personally inspect 
its complete and commodious establishment. 
For the benefit of its many readers who 
cannot visit its office personally and who 
may be interested, a picture of the new and 
handsome building will appear later in 
these pages, together with a brief description 
of the establishment. The Northwestern 
Miller is the only milling journal in the 
world which occupies its own building, and 
no newspaper in the country has a better or 
more complete equipment for its occupancy 


and use. Here in elegant and conveniently- 
arranged quarters the Northwestern Miller 
expects to make its permanent home, at 
least so far ahead as it can look at present 
and here its readers, advertisers and 
friends will always be cordially wel- 
comed. Even its enemies, and it still keeps 
a healthy and ample stock of these useful 
aids to successful work on hand, will not 
be forbidden entrance, and perhaps it will 
do them good to see how, by means of their 
opposition and criticism, the Northwestern 

iller has develo from year to year, 
growing constantly nearer to its ideal of 
what a milling journal should be. The mot- 
to of this publication is still ‘‘ Vorwaerts, 
immer Vorwaerts,’’ and its occupancy of its 
— quarters simply marks another step on- 
ward. 


Aaatn the newspapers are reveling in a 
tale of wondrous magnitude. Small under- 
takings of reasonable proportions do not ap- 

1 to the imagination of the writers ou the 
aily press; it is only when some gigantic, 
overwhelming consolidation is proposed that 
they turn loose with the glaring headline 
and the circus-poster descriptive article 
which follows under. Leiter and his mon- 
ster deal was a veritable god-send to the sens- 
ational press, and his fabulous rform- 
ance gave it an opportunity to throw out 
any amount of talk about millions of bushels 
and millions of dollars—talk which accom- 
pea the daring os course up the 
adder of success and down the toboggan of 
failure. Since the star of the brilliant wheat 
operator has set, the daily paper finds trade 
topics uncommonly dull and uninteresting 
and it therefore hails with delight the ap- 
pearance of another sensation, and whets its 
pencil to exploit it with a wealth of adject- 
ives out of all proportion to the poverty of 
fact which it covers. This time it is the 
alleged undertaking of one whom the daily 
press calls ‘‘A New Napoleon of Wall Street”’ 

-an undertaking which it is said compre- 
hends the consolidation of the mills of Min- 
neapolis, Duluth, Superior and heaven only 
knows what other centers, into one gigantic 
company. ‘‘To Span the Earth!’’ says the 
headline of the daily paper before us—‘‘Gi- 
gantic Flour Trust in Process of Forma- 
tion.’’ The account says that ‘‘with $1£0,- 
000,000 behind him and a bread-consuming 
world before him, young Thomas A. MclIn- 
tyre, of Wall street, is planning a flour trust. 
It is to be a trust that will span the earth’s 
confines, a trust that will directly affect the 
price of bread here as well as abroad. It is 
a combination of all the great flour mills 
throughout the United States. Mr. McIntyre 
will go abroad in a few days to swing the 
London stockholders into line.’’ 


WE certainly wish the ‘‘new Napoleon of 
Wall street’’ joy in his undertaking, but we 
are afraid that even with $150,000,000 behind 
him he will find his job cut out for him. 
The London stockholders who, according to 
our veracious contemporary are to be swun 
into line by the brilliant Mr. McIntyre, had 
better go slow on the proposition unless 
they have money to burn. Before attempt- 
ing to consolidate the mills of the north 
west, they had better study carefully the his- 
tory of other consolidations which were of 
like promise. If they are contented, after 
that, to invest their good gold in such an 
undertaking, the trade will welcome them 
‘‘with bloody hands to gory graves.’’ 
Doubtless it will prove an excellent thing for 
the promotor—even the vendors may get 
out in a satisfactory manner and if they are 
clever enough to clean up, and wise enough 
to avoid retaining any stock in the con- 
solidated affair, and, above all, if they are 
not trapped into selling their plants and 
taking as part pay nes under the new 
concern which, to gin with, pay heavy 
salaries, but which terminate with mysteri- 
ous suddenness, landing the unfortunate ex- 
miller out dours, sans mill, sans salary, 
sans brands, sans trade, sans everything save 
dearly bought experience. When it comes 
to the final operation of the consolidation or 
trust—even if the daring promotor secu 
all the mills in Minneapolis, Duluth and 
Superior and welded them into one chaotic 
company, it would be found that the under- 
taking had only begun. Theso-called coun- 
try mills of the northwest area factor in the 
flour trade and a most important one. Their 
combined capacity even now will quite 
equal the capacity of the centers—and un- 
der the stimulus of such an incentive as the 
consolidation proposed — their capacity 
would be enormously increased. The gentle 
and guileless people who owned the stock of 
the consolidated concern would find that 
they were still far from being able to dictate 
prices and control the situation. It has 
been found by experience that consolidating 
flour mills does not raise the whole to the 
standard of the best of the group—but in 
point of economy and profit rather lowers 
it to the basis of the poorest uf the lot. A 
leveling rather than an elevating process 
follows mill consolidation. It has been 
found true by experience also that when four 
or five mills are consolidated, the gross trade 
of the four or five individual mills is not re- 
tained by their successor; a large part of it 
evaporates or goes to competing concerns. 
Those who fear a flour trust need not lose 
any sleep over it. It is a dream which will 
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not be realized during the life of any mah 
now on earth, a dream that repeated exper- 
iments fail to materialize. The late John 
on who was the most level-headed mill- 
er of is day and generation, was wont to 
summarize and dismiss the whole subject 
in Janguage something like this: ‘‘ You can’t 
do it. There are too many mills and it’s 
too easy to make flour. Anybody can raise 
potatoues—you cant get a monopoly on the 
potato industry. Same with milling.’’ 


TuereE is and will continue to be a large 
movement of flour for export this fall, and 
unless millers poomeey take extra precau- 
tions we are quite apt to have a repetition 
of former history in the matter of delayed 
shipments and the consequent enormous and 
far-reaching damage to our export flour 
trade. Millers themselves are directly in- 
terested in this matter, and it seems strange 
that they should need to be reminded again 
and again that their duty to their custom- 
ers as well as their duty to the trade of 
which they are members does not cease with 
the mere selling of flour for foreign ship- 
ment. They are bound to use every possi- 
ble endeavor to get their flour through 
promptly, and failure to do so not only dis- 
gusts their individual buyers but works to 
the disadvantage of the trade as a whole. 
The work of Or ey | prompt delivery is no 
longer very difficult if it is really gone about 
seriously and with an earnest and honest 
desire to accomplish something. The steam- 
sbip lines are making most commendable 
efforts to meet the needs of the trade, and if 
inillers would only coéperate to the full ex- 
tent of their ability the old delay-in-transit 
difficulty would be as a ghost that is laid. 
The trouble is that too many millers try to 
be smart with the steamship lines, and use 
them as a convenient excuse behind which 
to hide their own neglect and carelessness. 
Such matters are usually left too much tu 
the discretion of the shipping clerk, who is 
sometimes a young gentleman with a head 
out of proportion to the brain inside of it. 
They are well worthy the attention of the 
responsible head of the establishment. At 
least twenty-five per cent of the shipping 
clerks in the milling trade ought to Le re- 
lieved of their clerical duties and set to 
work at shoveling wheat or pounding stone. 
Much complaint which seems well-founded 
comes from the steamship lines because 
millers do not sbip out flour in contract 
time. One railroad recently complained 
because it had made a contract with a mill 
guaranteeing sailing between August first 
and fifteenth. The contract was made in 
June and the understanding was that the 
mill should ship promptly. The shipment 
was made from the far west on August first. 
and the mill bad the nerve to attack the 
steamship company because the flour did 
not clear from the seaboard by the fifteenth. 
Arrangements for specified sailings must 
necessarily be coéperative, and if mills are 
not prepared to live up to their contracts 
they must not expect the steamship lines to 
do so. All lines now guarantee time sail- 
ings and it is comparatively easy to avoid 
delays if the miller honestly desires to do it. 


WE quite agree with Mr. Taylor when he 
says in the note which follows that the state 
department has been dilatory in enforcing 
the provision of the Dingley bill, which was 
intended tu protect the interest of our South 
American trade. The state department has 
perhaps had its hands full lately and it may 
have considered commercial interests of 
less importance than other matters with 
which it has been occupied. Now that 
peace has been declared our statesmen, such 
as they are, are doing some very wide and 
vague talk about the extension of our com- 
merce to lands opened up to our merchants 
and manufacturers as the result of the cam- 
paign. Men of business who have to deal 
with practical affairs attach no significance 
to the glittering generalities of the imperial- 
ist or the vague high-sounding speeches 
about trade extension made by men who 
could not for the life of them sell anything 
to anybody. They are aware that itisa 
far cry from the glowing speech of the theo- 
rist to the practical and satisfactory trans- 
action of commerce. The world we have 
found already large enough and what we are 
looking for is not more worlds to conquer, 
but practical methods of overcoming trade 
disabilities against us which exist in lands al- 
ready partially exploited. The state depart- 
ment, if it will, cen remove many of these 
disabilities, but since the time of Mr. Blaine 
we have had no secretary of state who even 
remotely realized the possibilities of our ex- 
port trade. What American trade needs is 
less talk and more practical commercial 
treaties. Mr. Taylor writes thus: 

Toxepo, O., Aug. 25, 1898. 
Editor Northwestern Miller: 

Our Baltimore broker, Mr. Ruth, has 
mailed us the enclosed, which has been pre- 
pared by an exporter and ship-owner at Bal- 
timore, who requests its publication in the 
Northwestern Miller. It seems to us that 
the state department has been dilatory in the 
matter of enforcing the provision of the 
Dingley tariff law that provides for the 
protection of those of us who are trying to 
do business in South American countries. 
Yours very respectfully.

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Tue communication referred to in the 
foregoing was, we are informed, written by 
one of the largest Baltimore exporters, who 
is the owner of a fleet of vessels in the Bra- 
zilian trude, and we commend it to the at- 
tention of our state department, it being as 
follows: 

**In a communication from Buenos Aires, 

the correspondent of the Northwestern 
Miler under date of July 1, 1898, we observe 
the following: ‘This market has learned with 
considerable satisfaction that the Brazilian 
government does not intend to renew the 
reciprocity treaty with the United States. 
This will place us on an even basis as re- 
gards customs duties on flour, as, by the 
treaty, American flour was received into the 
country with a lower duty than that paid on 
River Plate flour.’ 

‘*The reciprocity treaty referred to in the 
foregoing article, is the one negotiated so 
successfully by the late secretary of state, 
James G. Blaine, but which was terminated 
by the passage of the Wilson bill in August, 
1894. When the present tariff bill was 
framed by Mr. Dingley, the provisions for 
renewal of this reciprocal treaty with Bra- 
zil were all embodied in the measure; and 
unless the present duties on our exports of 
flour were removed by Brazil, the president 
was required and directed to impose a retal- 
iatory duty of three cents a pound on coffee. 
The bill passed both houses and became a 
law on July 24, 1897, the most earnest efforts 
of the millers throughout the country, and 
the exporters at the shipping ports. being 
exerted to secure this needed legislation. It 
is a sad commentary, however, upon the 
administration of the laws to find that thir- 
teen months after the passage of the bill no 
effort whatever has been made to give effect 
to its provisons, and the flour producers of 
the Argentina are rejoicing that Prazil de- 
clines to entertain a renewal of the treaty. 
The language of the law is almost manda- 
tory so far as the duty of the president is 
concerned, and yet, not the first step has 
been taken by the department of state to 
secure the commercial advantages so ex- 
pressly provided for.’’ 


CEREALS AND FEED. 





Ina fire at Fresno, Cal., the National 
Linseed Oil Co. had $15,000 of property de- 
stroyed. 

Pennsylvania reports buckwheat and pas- 
tures much improved and rapidly reaching 
a fine condition. 

The Waukesha (Wis.) Glucose Co., a new 
concern and anti-trust, will soon be started, 
and consume 15,000 bus corn daily. 

Byrd G. Pollard of Norfolk, Va., has 
trademarked the words ‘‘Sunny South,*’ as 
applying to cornmeal. Used since June 1, 
1893. 


The glucose and starch business is to be 
introduced shortly into the south. Wauke- 
gan, Ill., men of experience. backed by 
capitalists, are planning to erect a large 
eed at some point, probably Brewton, 
Ala. 

A Chicago bank man is quoted as saying 
that $750,000 is nearer the losses sustained 
by the National Linseed Oil Co. than $150. - 
000, named by the president. The company’s 
flaxseed holding was estimated at 3,000,000 
bus, and there was a difference of 50c 
bushel between the high and low points.’’ 





CURRENT MAILS. 





J. A. Walter, assistant manager North 
Dakota Millers’ Association, Minneapolis: 
‘*Domestic trade was fair last week. There 
bas been an improved demand for clear 
flour. We have no trouble in disposing of 
all the millfeed; are sold ahead on white 
middlings. The offers we have had from 
abroad were too low for acceptance. Re- 
ceipts of new wheat have been very light so 
far. Have not heard of any damage done 
to grain in north by rain or frost.’ 


B. B. Sheffield, Sheffield Milling Co., Far- 
ibault, Minn: ‘‘Demand for patent flour 
continues good, while clears are of slow 
sale. Feed is in fair demand at slightly 
lower figures. Farmers are all well-to-do 
here and will sell very little wheat at pres- 
ent prices. We believe flour stocks are the 
lowest on record and we look for good mill- 
ing all this fall. There will be no cause for 
selling flour at cost or below, except out of 
a spirit of pure philanthropy. Minnesota 
will manufacture the best flour in her his- 
tory and there will be a demand for it.”’ 





Crops in Manitoba. 

The official crop bulletin of Manitoba in- 
dicates one of the largest crops in the his- 
tory of the province. Wheat crop estimated 
at 25,913,000 bus, an average of 17.41 bus 
per acre; oats, 18,030,000 bus, average, 14 
bus; rye, 79,950 bus, average, 25 bus; peas. 
23,474 bus, average. 21 bus. The figures in 
1897 were: Wheat, 21,000,000 bus; oats, 
12,500,000 bus; barley, 3,000,000 bus; flax 
and rye show greatly increased yields, as 
follows: Flax, 350.000 bus, average, 14; rye, 
79,950 bus, average. 25. Prairie hay aver- 


ages 1.4 tons per acre and cultivated hay 1.5 
tons. 
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There was a decrease 
of 44,000 bbls in the 
flour output last week. 
This was in part due 
to the largest mill 
shutting down Thurs- 
day and in part to 
there having been very 
little four ground on 
the preceding Sunday. 
More mills are running 
today than so far this fall, only two being 
idle. and the output promises to approach 
300,000 bbls. One group of five ran Sun- 
day. Most all millers experienced a better 
demand for flour last week, and sales ran 
higher. Minneapolis mills proper sold a 
quantity approximating 300,000 bbls, against 
245,000 the preceding week. The improve- 
ment was noted in both domestic and ex- 
port trade. Buyers generally wanted flour 
at bed-rock prices, and millers groaned at 
the close quotations they were compelled to 
accept to secure business. Foreigners will 
take flour, but they in a large degree have 
to be allowed to make the price. Clears 
have lately been moving more freely, Hol- 
land markets as well as others, taking them 
comparatively freely, and there is now not 
the stress among millers that there was to 
move these grades. However they still sell 
less easily than patent and at a price rela- 
tively lower. Where ordinarily the miller 
expects to quote first clear at only about 
seventy cents a barrel under patent, it is 
now quite a common thing to imake a dollar 
difference. The domestic trade buys main- 
ly for quick shipment, and there is no 
trouble from lack of ‘shipping directions. 
There still exists a good deal uf a varia- 
tion in prices, due to different mixtures of 
wheat used, but this feature is being elimi- 
nated, as the mills are fast getting down to 
a new-wheat basis. Where old wheat is in- 
sisted upon, forty to fifty cents a barrel is 
charged over the all-new-wheat prices.

William Astheimer and son of Hamburg. 
Germany, were here last week, meeting 
some of our millers.

He and his son have visited St. Louis, In- 
dianapolis and other winter wheat points, 
and went from here to Superior-Duluth.

It is stilla problem with the trade why 
red-dog sells so much more readily, partic- 
ularly abroad, than does second clear and 
low-grade flour. At times, bmg paid for 
red-dog have been pretty close to thuse of 
low-grade, while the difference in quality is 
marked. Some millers think this condition 
exists because importers do nof understand 
what second clear and low-grade flours really 
are. 

To all appearances, the new freight rates 
on flour to the Atlantic seaboard are being 
maintained, and there is much _ interest 
shown as to how long this will continue. In 
some quarters it is said that on export flour, 
the inland rate is shaded, but well-informed 
inen controvert this statement. One story 
current today was that an all-rail line was 
making rates on the basis of 2lc to New 
York, but it was generally discredited. 


Well-informed grain men say that one- 
third of the wheat grown in Minnesota and 
the two Dakotas this year will be somewhat 
affected by smut. t year’s crop was 
almost wholly free from smut, but aver- 
aged low in quality, while that of 1895-6 
contained a great deal. With the quality of 
the new crop averaging high, what smut 
there is will cut no figure, asmodern mills 
are well equipped to prevent any bad effects 
from it. 

Some eastern flour handlers make the 
point that the volume of the domestic trade 
has been a disappointinent because of the 
large purchases of flour by cunsumers just 
after the declaration of war with Spain. 
The trade at the time felt the effect of in- 
dividual consumers buying one to three 
times as much flour as they would ordinarily 
do, in expectation of advancing prices. The 
idea is that housekeepers have since been 
largely supplied from such purchases, and 
have not been in the market to buy as_ they 
would have otherwise done. It is argued 
that this in a measure explains why trade 
has not been better in the face of low stocks 
venerally in the hands of middlemen.

The company has operated its mill 
exceptionally strong since completed in the 
early summer, for several weeks absolutely 
not stopping an hour. Mr. Brown is in the 
grain business and looks after providing the 
raw material, etc, while I. Bruce Howard 
sells the products. The latter came from 
Liverpool, and besides having an extended 
acquaintance among the flour trade of the 
United Kingdom, is well versed in all inat- 
ters pertaining to the importing business. 
This places the company in a position to do 
an export and eastern business upon most 
approved lines. t year Mr. Howard was 
with Palon & Watson of Dundas and in his 
dealings with the trade while in that capac- 
ity, made a most favorable impression. 


Practical millers that are grinding all 
new wheat say that the grain works much 
better than the old. Ordinarily the bran 
and germ from new wheat will break up 
and, more or less, work into the flour, to its 
detriment. This year, however, the germ 
and bran do nit show this characteristic, 
instead coming out clean and free by them- 
selves, the grain thus, in a large degree, re- 
sembling old wheat. While some millers 
have expressed the belief that the new crop 
did not contain as much gluten proportion- 
ately as did the last ont would, therefore, 
produce a loaf of bread somewhat smaller, 
others combat this view, and hold that, be- 
sides making bread of finer color and quali- 
ty, the loaf will be no smaller in size, par- 
ticularly after the wheat has gone through 
the sweat. Not a few northwestern mills 
are now running altogether on new wheat, 
and they are united in reporting it to be 
superior for milling to old wheat. In fact, 
those mills that have any old wheat left 
would prefer to have it gone. :

Minneapolis Grain Markets. 


The tendency of the wheat market was de- 
cidedly lower the past week, going down 
from 65%c to 60%c for cash grain, with 
similar declines for September, which closed 
at 5744¢, 57c for December, against a clos- 
ing of 6014c for September, 59c for Decem- 
ber a week ago. This shows a rather 
larger decline in cash grain than in futures, 
the cause of it being that the demand for 
futures for milling was less urgent than in 
the previous week. The cause of the de- 
clining demand for milling wheat was due 
to larger arrivals from the interior and to 
a larger proportion of that arriving being 
dry and of higher average quality than the 
earlier marketings. The condition, too, 
has been most excellent for ‘maturing grain, 
owing to very dry weather with drying 
winds blowing through shock and stack, 
bringing the grain rapidly into condition 
for successful milling. The per cent of No. 
1 northern wheat is greater. with 120 cars 
of that grade arriving for the last day, 
against 68 cars one week earlier; 194 
cars of No. 2. arrived yesterday, 
against 98 a week ago. As _ both of 
these grades are comprised chiefly of mill- 
ing grain, it follows that with more than 
tiwee the quantity there would be a natural 
decline. Milling activity too bas increased 
with the larger receipts of milling grain 
chiefly for the reason that at the reduced 
figures for cash wheat, compared with the 
price of futures, flour making comes more 
nearly to a safe basis. Toa large extent 
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po bp ane ce were working without a 


Threshing of wheat from shock continued 
eee during the entire week, 
there having been few showers in the time 
and these so scattered and seldom as to at- 
tract little attention, excepting in the nar- 
row localities in which they fell. The busi- 
ness of stacking, too, continued very satis- 
factory, with the fields well cleared of shock 
grain in the southern part of Minnesota, in 
South Dakota and quite largely through 
middle Minnesota and considerable portions 
of North Dakota. It is very seldom that 
harvesting and threshing progress so well in 
all ye of the northwest as this season, 
with the result that the grain is in most 
excellent condition so far as weather dama- 
ges are concerned. There is some smut in 
the grain and more or less. of soft wheat, 
called ‘‘tough,’’ caused in passing through 
the sweating period. There will be less of 
this as the season advances and threshing 
from the stack begins, for grain will cure 
in the stack and show better form as the 
samples are put on the market. : 

As threshing progresses it becomes more 
and more evident that a full crop has been 
harvested in Minnesota and the two Da- 
kotas. .It now seems alogether likely 
thet from this crop—it a large one 
and low prices prevailin oe She will 
naturally hold over in their Stevens quan- 
tities of grain that will be added to availa- 
ble stocks for another season's marketing. 
That was true of the 1895 and 1891 crops, 
both of which were large. The same has 
been the case with every - large crop. 
In 1895 some 20,000,000 bushels was 
so carried along in farmers’ bins; in 1891 
fully as much and, possibly more, was car- 
ried in farmers’ granuaries. 

Prices are now very low, and some even 
expect to see them go lower, but that phase 
of the position always holds good when 
prices are low, that is that prices are never 
so low that lower prices are not predicted. 
Three years ago when No. 1 northern wheat 
in the local market went down below fifty 
cents a bushel, for un hour or two on a cer- 
tain day, there were not wanting many peo- 
ple who believed it would go five to ten 
cents lower. The market is now flat. There 
is little question that if the unreasonably 
higb prices had not been maintained through 
a part of the previous season, current low 
prices would not be suffered. The end of 
this will come and it is fair to believe that 
reactions of an important character will re- 
sult and place values of breadstuffs upon a 
more satisfactory plane, before many weeks. 
Old grain is so thoroughly cleaned up thata 
large percentage of the new crop must be 
put in store before such receptacles carry 
their usual supplies. taking such amount 
from commercial channels. 

The corn market was very quiet, with 
lighter movement and lower priees, these 
having suffered a decline of about one cent 
during the week. Receipts, about 100 cars. 

There was a steady demand for oats, with 
fair bidding for shipment at 2le for No. 3, 
and 2114¢ for No. 3 white, which was about 
jc lower than a week ago. Receipts, 240 
cars. 

Receipts of barley are picking up, with 
considerable new grain pe eehy There 
was a good demand at about 25@27c for 
feed barley, and 30@38c for malting. Re- 
ceipts not heavy, yet amounting to abou t 
35 cars. 

Receipts of rye are increasing, 50 cars 
arriving, with mostly No. 2 offered, with 
sales at 40!¢c today (Tuesday).

This means, says the s same ‘authority, that 
European importers will require an average 
of 6,000,000 bus a week, as compared with 
requirements of at least 8,000,000 bus week- 
ly in the past season. That this quantity 
will be forthcoming with more or less fa- 
cility nobody can doubt, with a capacity to 
export on the part of America of 25,000,000 
qrs. The inference, in a general way there- 
fore, is that the power to fix values will be 
less with the wheat exporter than was the 
case last season. The other point for re- 
flection is whether or no the market has not 
already been sufficiently discounted. 





Poor Crops in Russia. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London Times says great uneasiness is felt 
over the repetition of last year’s failure of 
the barvest. In seven districts of the prov- 
ince of Kazan and largely in the provinces of 
Samara, Saratoff, Simbirsk, Viataka and 
Perin, the crops are almost worthless. Even 
the landed gentry are beginning to ask the 
government for relief, and the prospects of 
a famine are most grave. The ministers of 
the interior and of finance are sending out 
agents to inake inquiries and to purchase 
corn. The zemestvos are bestirring them- 
selves to meet the situation. It is reported 
that in some districts the peasantry are 
breaking into the communal granaries.

A New Use for Corn Stalks. 


W. R. Holloway, United States consul- 
general at St. Petersburg, writes to the de- 
partment of state at Washington as follows: 

**On July 19, a most interesting experi- 
ment was made by the Russian admiralty 
at the naval proving grounds at Poligon, 
near St. Petersburg. 

‘*A coffer dam six feet long, six feet deep, 
and three feet broad was pac ‘ed with blocks 
of cellulose made from the pith of Indian- 
corn stalks. The material was supplied by 
the Marsden company, of Philadelphia, and 
the dam was packed under the supervision of 
the experts of that company. he cellulose 
within the dam was compressed until it 
weighed eight pounds for each cubic foot. 
A six-inch solid shot was fired through the 
dam, striking it at a distance of about twenty 
inches from the bottom. The shot struck 
the dam at a velocity of 1,000 feet a second 
and passed clear through both the iron walls 
and the cellniose packing. Less than half a 
pound of the cellulose was carried out by the 
projectile. The water compartment of the 
dam was filled, giving a pressure of nearly 
five feet of water on t the perforated surface. 
In just half an hour a moist spot began to 
show on the outer surface of the dam, but 
it was evident that the moisture had come 
along the bottom of the ae and not 
through the path of the shot. ~y hours 
no water had come through Ay shot's path, 
and only six gallons had passed under the 
packing. The experinient conclusively dem- 
onstrated that a ship provided with a coffer 
dam packed as was the one used in the ex- 
periment could be perforated five feet below 
the water line without the least danger of 
the entrance of water. This demonstration 
opens up an immense market for Indian- 
corn pith, and will prove of great advantage 
to American agriculture. 

‘‘Among those who were present at the 
trial were Admiral Decker, director, and 
Colonel Ricosanin, deputy director, of the 
naval proving grounds at Poligon; Col. 
Nicolas Zitoff, member of the naval con- 
struction board of the Russian navy; Henry 
C. Watts, representative of the Marsden 
company; Irving Scott, president of the 
Union Iron Works, of San Francisco; Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, representative of the Depari- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. ; 
and many others. 

‘* After extracting the cellulose for packing 
coffer dams and other purposes, the outer 
envelope of the stalk is ground into an ex- 
cellent cattle food. This property of the 
maize stalk is of the greatest importance. 
It is evident that this waste product of the 
vast maize fields of America is destined to 
interest European nations and find eventual- 
ly a wide market. 

‘*Similar trials of maize pith as an obtur- 
ating materia) for battle ships have been 
made in England with favorable results.’

This mill is to be a complete 
plansifter. 

William G. Clark, superintendent of the 
Goshen (Ind.) Milling Co., was in the city 
one day this week. He reports their mill as 
doing a satisfactory business. The many 
friends of Mr. Clark in this city were 
pleased to see him again. 

Arthur Gillet of the Acme Milling Co: 
‘Trade continues rather quiet. We have 
booked some orders both from foreign and 
home trade and have bought about enough 
wheat to cover the sales. Low-grades are 
slow sale. Feed is in somewhat better de- 
inand, although prices are no better than 
last week.’’ 

His friends in the milling business were 
pained to learn this week of the death of A. 
T. Davis,secretary of the Michigan Millers’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Co. Mr. Davis was 
very favorably known among the millers on 
account of his successful managomecs of 
the Michigan Millers’ company The family 
have the sympathy of the entire trade. 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘Although there 
has been a dragging market in wheat, still 
we have been able to work considerable 
business the past week, having sold consid- 
erably more than our output, but at figures 
that show little or no profit. Most of the 
buying is still in small lots. The demand 
for feed is only fair, and we have to make 
some concessions in price. Offerings of 
wheat are about the same as last week.’’ 

George T. Evans: ‘‘We have been running 
full time the past week, and while trade has 
been rather quiet, we have nearly booked 
our output. heat has been rather spar- 
ingly offered, but we have bought as much 
us we needed Foreigners are insisting 
on lower prices for flour, evidently im- 
pressed with the decline in spring wheat 
iuarkets. Certainly, to draw any great 
amount of wheat from the country requires 
relatively higher prices than the spring 
wheat markets seem to warrant. Feed isin 
good demand, but at lower prices. ”’

Terre Haute letter: ‘‘Trade has not been 
brisk with the Terre Haute mills, although 
the Imperial mill of W. L. Kidder & Son 
has been running twelve hours a day, every 
day, with orders mostly for New England, 
New York, Pennsylvania and some few ship- 
ments for the different islands in the Atlan- 
tic. Offers from Great Britain are too low 
to entertain. Feed is about a dollar a ton 
lower than a week ago. Receipts of wheat 
continue very light.’ 

McDaniel & Pittman Co., Franklin: 
‘There is not much change in the milling 
situation this week. Farmers are still hold- 
ing their wheat with a very firm grip, and 
we are still of the opinion that they will 
finally win. It is very evident, at least, that 
they will be able to keep up the premium 
for cash wheat. We still have a very good 
demand for both flour and feed. Our flour 
18 giving excellent satisfaction and we shall 
soon be compelled to increase our capacity. *’ 

R. P. Moore Milling Co., Princeton: 

‘We ran full time last week, but have found 
new business bard to get and at rather un- 
satisfactory prices. The southern markets 
are almost entirely out of line, on account 
of the cheaper goods being offered by south- 
ern mills. It is manifest that buyers are 
almost universally working on a hand-to- 
inouth policy. Receipts of wheat show a 
slight increase, but are not what they usual- 
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ly are in September. The demand for feed 
is less urgent and somewhat lower.. Our 
treasurer has just returned from a four- 
weeks’ vacation. to find the weather the hot- 
test we have had this year.”’ 

Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: ‘‘We 
have nothing to report from this section that 
would not be recogni as a twin to the 
other conditions that have prevailed every 
week since we began working on the present 
crop. Farmers believe they will get higher 
prices by holding their wheat. Jour buy- 
ers believe they will get lower prices by hold- 
ing out of the market. The millers believe 
they do not care a continental which wins 
if they can only keep their mills going and 
make a fair profit. While they have not 
been able to do that to such an extent they 
have become unnecessarily proud and arro- 
pant on account of their riches; still, they 

ave not been reduced to hard tack, breast 
of pork and bare footed coffee thus far. 
Their tendency is in that direction, how- 
ever. Mills are running full time this 
week. *’ 

OHIO. 


T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘We 
are going night and day, mostly on export 
business. Feed is only in moderate demand 
at slightly lower prices. Wheat receipts are 
small, very little moving. Farmers are busy 
sowing wheat. and a large acreage will be 
put out this fall. We can report a satisfac- 
tory flour trade, though prices are not exact- 
ly what we would like to see.’’ 


KENTUCKY. 


Lexington Roller Mills. Lexington: ‘‘We 
bave had another week’s quiet business. 
Trade was so dull we could run only day- 
time. It seems that prices are low enough 
and we think the market must advance 
shortly. Farmers with us are showing little 
more inclination to sell. This time last 
year wheat was advancing a few cents each 
week, and now it is going lower each week. 
This is making thern restless. °’ 

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘The flour trade 
is unsettled and still in an unsatisfactory 
condition. The inquiry for flour has in- 
creased and we have been able to sell more 
this week than the output of the inill. 
The condition of the flour trade. however, 
could still be very materially improved. 
While the inquiry has been a little better, 
the margin of profit is still extremely small. 
Farmers are still disposed to hold wheat for 
a better price. More wheat has been stacked 
this season than usual, and they are now 
threshing the stacked wheat. Someare sell- 
ing, but most of them are still determined 
to wait for a better price. We have suc- 
ceeded in filling our storage capacity with 
wheat, a large portion of which is paying 
us storage, and this will be for sale when- 
ever the owners think it the right time to 
sell. Reports from the south are that they 
will have a good crop of cotton, and if they 
can get five cents for it, will sell freely

There is not much 
hope of a steady flour 
market until there is a 
stable price for wheat. 
Seldom do we see such 
variation. There isa 
difference of about 
twenty-five cents in the 
price, and flour is at- 
tempting the hopeless 
task of meeting all 
these prices at the sametime. Mill men 
say that there is a variation of about eighty- 
five cents on what is claimed to be top 
grades, with no prospect of reconciliation 
till the old wheat is out of the way. This 
will take some time, as is shown by the price 
of old coming down but a fraction of a cent 
from the stiff price at which it has been 
held right along. Millers are running with 
the usual caution, the perplexity as to what 
the price ought to be being an important 
question. The demand, under these cir- 
cumstances. could not be very great or at 
all steady, though a different idea seems to 
be accepted once more in the west, if the 
reports of heavy outputs and especially of 
railroad handlings are authentic. 

* 

The east has been very slow to load up 
stock since spring, and it will not be pos- 
sible to sell at anything like top price at 
present. New wheat coming in from Duluth 
is of fine quality, and if it is not used freely 
by millers soon it wiH be on account of a 
smart decline of old-wheat prices. State 
millers are not coming this way at all, gen- 
erally, and they will need no more old spring 
wheat, for the “2 is as good as it possibly 
could be made. he prices offered are not 
up to the expectations of the farmers and 
they are almost uniformly holding the crop 
back. This means that they are not obliged 
to sell at once and they will not do so until 
convinced that the price is to be low all the 
year. Thesales of grain generally have been 
moderate of late, though the market is in a 





healthy condition. There is a_ moderate 
movement of flour in the city. Bakers are 
doing a better business than would be the 
case but for the long hot season. There is

The amount of grain in store is 363,368 
bus wheat, 715,267 corn, 221,834 oats, 95, - 
438 barley, 10,400 rye, and 349,056 flaxseed ; 
against 461,676 bus wheat, 637,213 corn, 109, - 
539 oats, 109,938 barley, 10,400 rye, and 290, - 
404 flaxseed last week ; and 726,647 bus wheat, 
605,073 corn, 403,049 oats, 242,576 barley, 
68,567 rye, and 137,766 flaxseed a year ago. 
Duluth wheat decreased 57,235 bus, no re- 
ceipts going into store, leaving 258,885 bus 
in store, against 257,743 bus a year ago. 

Lake receipts increase steadily, though 
the failure of Duluth to do its share con- 
tinues. August brought us 20,175,000 bus of 
all grain and 1,330,000 packages of flour. 
This amount of flour has been exceeded 
slightly three times, and the total for the 
season, 4 725,000 packages, has also been 
exceeded three times. The total of grain 
and flour, all reckoned as grain, is 130,872, - 
000 bus, which is 4,500,000 more than last 
season to date, and more than twice the 
amount of ony season previous to 1890. 
But for the falling off in oats, which are 
more than 7,000,000 bus less than last season 
to date, the showing would be very great, 
as both wheat and corn are in excess.

Cana] boatmen as arule no longer oppose 
the idea. 

Last Wednesday, Aug. 31, the flour ware- 
house of the New York Central line on Coit 
Slip took fire under the dock, in a quarter 
not easily reached by the fire engines, and 
was not put out till heavy damage was done; 
just how great is hard to say. The house is 
a large one and was used for the storage of 
the flour of the Pillsbury-Washburn, Wash- 
burn-Crosby and the Consolidated milling 
companies. How the proportions run need 
not be said, as it is found that some of the 
agents are not anxious to make a statement. 
There is a total loss of 35,000 bbls and 12,000 
sacks in the ruins, of which about 7,000 
packages are injured by water and the rest 
by smoke, as the wind drove the flames the 
whole length of the long building. The 
whole establishment is in the hands of the 
insurance companies and adjusters will be 
here next week. ‘Till then it would be use- 
less to make much of an estimate of the 
loss, though some of the local papers place 
it as high as $200,000. It is expected that 
the underwriters will sell the flour at auc- 
tion, as the milling companies will not 
care to handle it in any form. They 
wish to be in a position to say that their 
flour is of the highest grade.

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THRESHING TIME. 


[Subject of Illustratian.] 


To an unimaginative person who has never 
lived in the country, or who has never been a 
boy anxious to earn a few dollars during a 
summer vacation, a threshing machine is a 
most prosaic affair—merely a machine. 
Such a person, possibly, can see nothing of 
interest, much less of beauty, even in the 
artistic scenes by the photographer-artist 
reproduced on the front page of this issue. 
And yet how much such a man—and every 
city-reared man—has missed! He who nev- 
er in his youth knew the wild freedom of 
farm life, with its hard work, its huge ap- 

ite-producing powers, its early hours to 

, and the awful responsibility of milk- 
ing fourteen cows before breakfast—that 
man isa real object of sympathy. More- 
over, his chances for congress are slim, 
while he is absolutely debarred from the 
presidency of his country. 

Yet there are those to whom our frontis- 

iece will act as a rejuvenator of youth. 

hey will be carried back to the old farm, 
and they will again hear the steady hum of 
the threshing machine, with an uccasional 
dull rumble as too many bundles are fed in 
at once; and they will hear the merry 
shouts of the men at work; the smell of 
stubble and of straw will come to their nos- 
trils, and again they will stand by the side 
of the separator, coat off, clad in overalls 
and colored shirt, holding bags for the grain 
that comes pouring out in a rushing, end- 
less stream. Or perhaps it is to the straw- 
pile that memory carries one; back of the 
conveyor, where all the straw and chaff and 
dust come tumbling, blowing out, like a 
mighty waterfall, it seems to the tired arms 
that find it impossible to keep the accumu- 
lating straw out of the way. Then the 
sweat rolls down the body and limbs until 
sticky clothing stops its rolling, but does 
not stop the chaff from working in at the 
neck of the shirt, up the sleeves, and down 
the trousers. Now there are pleasanter 
things than sweat and chaff and sticky cloth- 
ing on a hot day, however encouraging they 
may be, ina way, to the ambitious youth 
who expects to run for congress, or become 
president on the strength of them. 

But the day passes and six o’clock finally 
sounds; the hum of the thresher dies away, 
the straw ceases to pour out in a discourag- 
ing, overwhelming stream from the convey- 
or, the men don their coats and tumble into 
the lumber-wagon, and are soon within 
reach of savory odors coming from the 
farm-house. After supper comes the labor- 
ing man’s recompense, which no one else 
can appreciate nor dream of—the sweet rest 
that comes with a pipe afte: a full meal of 
corn-beef and cabbage. Oh, the luxury of 
spreading oneself out on the grass and puff- 
ing contentedly, while a restful feeling per- 
vades the whole physical system, and while 
the corn-beef and cabbage are being as- 
similated with as much comfort as the oats 
the near-by horse is crunching. Now the 
world is peaceful and all is contentment, 
which is synonymous with perfect happiness. 
Another day comes, however; an ovalonin 
into another world, it seems. Tired an 
stiff muscles and heavy eyes rebuke the con- 
tentment of last evening, while visions of 
congress and the presidency are a hollow 
mockery. One would sacrifice one’s chances 
of future greatness, the dollar-and-a-quar- 
ter a day, yes, even breakfast itself for one 
more hour of sleep. But no; a relentless 
fate urges you on to fried pork, muddy 
coffee, and another day of chaff and sticky 
clothing, with political preférment still sev- 
eral good laps ahead. 


The views, taken by Ben. S. Benton, 
represent modern threshing scenes. Yet 
they were not taken on the at prairies of 
the Dakotas or Kansas, but alinost within the 
city limits of Minneapolis—just on the far- 
ther side of Lake Calhoun. A complete 
modern threshing machine is as much ahead 
of one of a few years ago as an up-to-date 
roller mill is in advance of an old-time 
grist mill. Of course steam is employed 
for power, instead of horses. Then, too, 
fewer men are necessary. In the days of 
binding grain by hand, one man was needed 
to cut bands, and another to feed the grain 
into the machine; and as his place was by 
the side of the band-cutter, his left hand 
would sometimes come in contact with the 
big sharp knife, after which he would take 
a lay-off. Then wire-bound bundles came, 
and with them band-cutters with shears 
that were supposed to clinch on to the wire 
and draw it from the straw, but did not, as 
many millers can attest. Binding-twine 
was another stage, and until something bet- 
ter is found it will hold its present place. 
With improvements made in threshing ma- 
chines, band-cutters and feeders are no 
longer necessary. The illustrations show 
men in the act of throwing bundles, with 
the twine still holding them together, into 
the machine, with the calm assurance that 
the machine will do the rest.

The flour and saw mills of Joseph Caw- 
thorpe, at Thamesford, Ont., burned Aug. 
28. Loss, $15,000; insurance unknown. 
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The Chicago mills 
made a little less flour 
than in the preceding 
week, owing to one be- 
ing idle. he output 
this week is about 
15,000 bbls, while for 
next week the indica- 
tions are that these fig- 
ures will be increased 
considerably. The city 
mills did not find any improvements, nor, 
in fact, so good trade abroad as during the 
the closing week of August, but they found 
a better local and domestic trade. With ex- 
porters, more sales were made than for some 
time; one dealer claimed that his bookings 
were the largest since high prices. The 
price of spring wheat flour is nominally 
unchanged, but there are a great many quo- 
tations current on the same grade of flour, 
owing to the desire on the part of the mills 
to sell, and the newness or oldness of the 
material used in producing the flour. For 
example, North Dakota clears are quoted 
and can be had for strictly new wheat 
flour from $2.10 to $2.25 jute, while other 
mills, Minneapolis included, range up to 
$2.60, and some even higher; but the aver- 
age of new clears can be had for $2.10 jute, 
up to $2.25. For half new and half old, 
from $2.60 to $2.75. In patents there is 
also a wide range, and some mills are anx- 
ious to sell. Where new wheat is being 
marketed freely the prices have a downward 
tendency. Exporters are buying freely at 
$2.80 to $3 for straights in jute, with patents 
from $3.20 to $3.40 for new grades. There is 
very little strictly old-wheat flour coming 
into this market, though some of the whole- 
sale grocers have light stocks and are, in 
consequence, not bidding for new grades. 
Kansas flours are still a trifle below north- 
ern springs, and mills are offering top pat- 
ents, bulk, at $3.15@73.25. 

¥ * 

Foreigners are either forced to make high- 
er bids, or are in the market and have pur- 
chased quite freely this week. Spring clears 
were in better request and brought 17@ 18s. 
An exporter here this week who wore a smile 
during the closing days of the late high 
prices sold clears at 17s to the same buyer 
that purchased, on the eventful Monday 
when the Leiter failure was announced, the 
same grade flour from the same mill at the 
same ocean rates at exactly twice as much, 
or 34s. Export straights during the week 
sold all the way from 20s 9d to 22s. The 
trade took more straights than clears. Ad- 
vices from the other side to shippers are to 
the effect that Minneapolis mills are offer- 
ing in the principal markets at low prices, 
which might indicate that new grain is be- 
ing used in that market considerably. The 
new flour to arrive here from the north is 
very satisfactory in every respect. Millers 
believe that with the new grain milling 
more freely, and quite a little less being 
required to a barrel of flour, that while 
priecs may be low the advent of a good 
milling year is quite promising. Flours 
from northern Minnesota and the Dakotas 
are arriving and are in much better condi- 
tion than a year ago when the first grain 
was ground. Stocks of flour in Chicago 
Sept. 1, show an increase of about 10,000 
bbls over Aug. 1. and are more than in any 
month since April 1, 1898. The totals are: 
Sept. i, 45,100 bbls; Aug. 1, 35,250; Sept. 1, 
1897, 31,300; Sept. 1, 1896, 42,350; Sept. 1, 
1895, 48,850; Sept. 1, 1894, 38,800; Sept. 1, 
1893, 67,830.

Atlhough the announcement was made 
some days ago that the Blodgett Milling 
Co., Beloit, had purchased J. M. Shackle- 
ton’s mill at Janesville, the news was a lit- 
tle early, for the deal was not closed until 
this week. By the transfering of this prop- 
erty to the Blodgett Milling Co., established 
in 1849, it removes from the list of wheat 
inills a plant of 300 bbls and adds to the list 
of rye and buckwheat mills a mill of equal 
capacity A. E. Baxter, the milling engi- 
neer of Buffalo, is now in Janesville and 
will have supervision of the necessary 
changes required in making this mill the 
most modern rye and buckwheat plant in 
the country. The Blodgett Milling Co. will 
retain an office in Beloit as they still hold 
considerable property in that city, having a 
inill and elevator there and will also have 
an office in Janesville. The Shackleton mill 
was originally built by C. W. Hodson, who 
built the present plant in 1893, at a cost 
of over $60,000, including the flume and 
flour warehouse. The mill is 56x60 feet, 
four stories and basement, with an addition 
built on for the storage of many thousand 
bushels of grain. The plant is located on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul and the 


banca Nortbwestern railroads, both having 
seven branches going out in different direc- 
tions, thus giving the mill excellent ship- 
ping facilities. Janesville may well 
proud of having secured this milling con- 
cern. J. M. Shackleton, who purchased the 
mill of Mrs. Hodson after the death of her 
husband, has not decided, as yet, what his 
future occupation will be. 
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The Milwaukee mills 
have all been active 
this week and the out- 
put is greater than of 
any previous week of 
the year, with the ex- 
ception of three weeks 
in May. The output 
is 4,500 bbls greater 
than that of last week, 
and 4,165 greater than 

of the same week in 1896. The flour pro- 
duction of the past four weeks is 6,071 bbls 
less than of the corresponding period of last 
year, and 6,976 less than in the same period 
of 1896.

Old millers say they cannot remember a 
season paralleling this one in the wheat 
market. Hope dwells exclusively with the 
farmers and nothing but actual necessity in- 
duces them to part with their wheat; conse- 

uently receipts are light, but fully up to 
the necessities of the trade. Carriers are 
influenced by statistical data and are 
mere lookers on, preferring when spec- 
ulation tempts them to take a nip in futures 
rather than submit to actual loss, not only 
in carrying charges but actual cash in the 
lesser values of deferred options. Millers 
are dazed and their capacity seems to be 
exhausting its force in trying to avoid act- 
ural loss instead of swimming in profit. 
Their bins are nearer bottom than is com- 
mon at this season of the year and they, 
too, have severe cases of ‘‘Oh, my!’’

During the week sacked bran (in 
large sacks) sold at 43@45c, orders being 
one to two cents higher. Today bran in 
large sacks on east track is quotable at 43c, 
but sales by mills to the trade east was as 
high as 45c. At country points sacked bran 
sold as low as 39c, this for shipment east, 
too. Middlings sold mainly at 55c for No. 
lin 100-lb sacks and 68@65c for fancy 
white. Today bulk at country points is quot- 
able at 35c. 

CEREALS. 


Extreme heat had a deadening effect on 
the trade in oat cereal products. Local 
mills report that there was an entire absence 
of export trade or op i and that domes- 
tic business too was dull under the pressure 
of a hot spell. Good milling oats are worth 
BE IAC: and quotations given below show 
but slight change from last week, prices be- 
ing a shade weaker on the whole. Quota- 
tions today are: Rolled oats, per bbl, $3.35 
@3.45; oatmeal, $3.80@3.90; chopped feed, 
per ton, $11@12. 

CUBAN TRADE. 


During the past week H. OC. Higgins, a 
Havana merchant representing Kehlor Bros. 
in Cuba, has been in St. Louis and is in- 
tensely interested at the turn affairs on the 
island have taken. Mr. Higgins left Ha- 
vana during the stress of excitement July 
6, on the British ship ‘*Talbot,’’ and 
reached Kingston, Jamaica, where he re- 
shipped for New York and subsequently 
Europe. The protocol induced his return 
and he is here now en route to Havana. 
Mr. Higgins does not in any way impress 
one with the pen pictures we have of the 
Weyler type, if the comparison is pardona- 
ble. He is a gentleman in whom Americans 
would repose confidence, aud is, I deem, a 
fair representative of Havana merchants. 
Mr. Higgins is a firm believer in the devel- 
opment of the Cuban trade. He has dealt 
in the past extensively in flour with interior 
towns where the consumption is growing, 
and he assumes that the further develop- 
ment of the trade has been hindered be- 
cause the classes could not pay $10 a bbl 
for flour. The existing taxes under the Span- 
ish regime is $4.16 a bbl landed in Ha- 
vana. This is at present as follows:

The point in which the millers here are 
most interested is the readjustment of the 
tariff and taxes on flour by our government, 
and on this point I specially pressed Mr. 
Higgins for information. In answer he 
says that of course flour merchants in Ha- 
vana are interested deeply in a considerable 
reduction in flour duties, because it will re- 
duce the cost to the inhabitants of the is- 
lands and necessarily increase the consump- 
tion. ‘‘But,’’ added Mr. Higgns, ‘‘your 
government will find it expensive to keep 
up the government of the islands, and I do 
not look for a very great decrease in the tax, 
because it would create a deficit in the rev- 
enue.’’ I reminded him that, under the 
Spanish system the 10 per cent transitono 
on all imports, also the increase in the tar- 


iff, was placed to take the place of the ex- 
port sugar tax, which was removed. The 
revenue had been greatly increased at the 
expense of the flour industry with a discrim- 
ination in favor of sugar. Why then would 
it not be agreeable to the merchants in Ha- 
vana to have the export tax on sugar re- 
stored and the flour tax reduced to the min- 
imum. Mr. Higgins me approved 
of such a measure and believed it would 
promote both industries and still produce 
the necessary revenue. Should the Havana 
merchants be consulted they would no doubt 
favor some such scheme. 

At present flour is going to Havana under 
the old system, which Mr. Higgins believes 
is short lived, and that we shall see a decided 
change favoring the mlling industry. 

ILLINOIS. 

E. F. Schoening of the Columbia Star 
mill, Columbia, was in the city Wednesday. 
His mill had just ked some flour to 
Belfast and reports a pretty good trade right 
along. 

Edward Pfeffer of the Pfeffer Milling Co., 
Lebanon, was in St. Louis Friday, having 
convalesced from a_ serious illness of 
typhoid malaria. He reports the Pfeffer 
mills operating full time at present. 

Lieut. W. L. Sparks of the Sparks Milling 
Co., Alton, has arrived at Norfolk, Va., 
with the collier ‘*Sterling’’ after visiting 
the Porto Rican ports of Ponce and Guan- 
tanamo. The volunteer crew of the ‘‘Ster- 
ling’’ will probably be mustered out at once. 

Theodore Ismert of Murphysboro was in 
St. Louis during the week. His father, 
John Ismert, president of the Pinckneyville 
(Ill.) Milling Co. recently returned from a 
European trip, which was as successful as 
it was pleasurable. Mr. Ismert reports for- 
eign trade at present somewhat out of line, 
but looks forward to some trade in the fut- 
ure as they have been enjoying in the past. 

The Southern Illinois Milling Co. Mur- 
physboro, writes: ‘‘Thus far we have found 
the domestic business rather better than ex- 
port, but we are in comeaprennte with 
our foreign connections, and think the in- 
dications favorable for a good foreign trade. 
We will state further that the export sales 
we have made so far this season have been 
at a very satisfactory price. In reply to your 
inquiry as to the Havana trade, will say that 
we are very anxious to secure a share of this 
business, and think we make a grade of 
goods that should suit that market.’’ 

MISSOURI. 

The Engelke-Feiner Milling Co., St. 
Louis, is clo down for repairs. The 
John O’Brien Boiler Co. has the contract 
for placing new boilers and other equip- 
ment in the mill, and for about two weeks 
the mill will not be in operation. This com- 
pany reports trade light at present, with the 
prospect of a better movement when cooler 
weather sets in. 

The Bates County Elevator Co., Kansas 
City, writes: ‘‘The movement of hard 
wheat to this market is not equal as yet to 
anticipation. The export demand remains 
moderate, while that from mills forms the 
greater part. The milling quality of new 
wheat is superior in every respect both as to 
color and strength, as the mills that have 
been running on it thus far bear testimony. 
In regard to soft wheat, the movement up 
to this time is light and ne pe 
Soft wheat millers are experiencing consid- 
erable difficulty in securing a supply suffi- 
cient to run regularly. e are informed 
that some of them have been obliged 
to direct their energy towards operating 
on hard wheat for lack of proper sup- 
ply of soft. The present hot wave is 
likely to prove hurtful to corn. Some unfa- 
vorable oy ig of the condition of corn in 
Nebraska have been coming in of late, yet, 
upon the whole, nothing of a serious character 
of any great extent can be justly noted.’’ 

The Union Milling Co., Cape Girardeau, 
writes: ‘‘The flour trade in general is dull 
and unsatisfactory. However, we are possi- 
bly doing some better than many of our 
brother millers, from prices we learn they 
are accepting. Domestic buyers are all 
very reluctant about taking hold, and ex- 
port bids are too far apart. We have had 
the pleasure of furnishing some flour for 
our newly-acquired islands at a satisfactory 
price, and we hope to place 2,000 bags early 
next week. We believe, when banking fa- 
cilities are established and navigation 
opened to these islands, our southern mills 
will be greatly benefited, if we are not 
handicapped by freight rates by our eastern 
coast cities. We have about completed ar- 
rangements to be represented inCuba. Re- 
ceipts of wheat are very moderate; in fact 
about 25 per cent less than last year at this 
time, and much of our receipts are unfit for 
milling. We will possibly ship 15,000 bus 
of wheat bought that we cannot use. As to 
quality, wheat in this section is nearer a 
failure than we have ever known. Farmers 
are much advanced with preparations for 
another crop, and we have had splendid 
rains to make plowing easy as well as bene- 
fiting the growing corn, which is going to 
yield enormously. Both of our mills are 
running, one full time the, other half.*’

H. Albers, wife of the president 
of the Albers Commission Co. and the Ad- 
vance elevator, died Wednesday after a pro- 
tracted illness. 

A new Missouri-Arkansas railway, bonds 
for the construction of which are about to 
be floated, will open up a milling field south 
of Springfield, desirable for the location of 
flour mills with direct southern connections. 

Sam Plant of Plant Milling Co. is in 
charge of the mill during the absence of 
his father, who is at his summer home in 
Michigan. The mill is running half time 
and the output is being dis of with 
regularity. The foreign trade is — 
w the Uni Kingdom and althoug 
small is fairly steady in its demands.

ARKANSAS. 


Wheat sowing this fall will be of the 
largest acreage known in the history of the 
state. 

The warehouse of S. B. Smith & Co., Lit- 
tle Rock, was destroyed by fire Aug. 26. 
Besides other property, there was destroyed 
200 carloads of hay, 2,000 bbls of flour 12 
carloads of corn and other feedstuffs. The 
total loss on a? and contents amounts 
to about $65,000, total insurance only $9,000. 
The company will continue business with 
only a temporery interrruption. 

Business generally in the grocery trade 
has been good the past week. First patent 
and fancy flours are the best sellers. There 
is also a fair demand for rye flour. Bakers 
are doing an unusually good business. 
Prices are practically unchanged, though 
concessions are sometimes made and the 
tendency seems more downward. Corn and 
meal are selling well. Bran is quiet and 
oats are dull. ay sells remarkably . well. 
Colloections are good. The outlook for fall 
business continues excellent, crop prospects 
being all that could be wished.

The exports of 
wheat and flour from 
both our coasts and 
Canada in the week ending Thursday were 
3,687,000 bus; in previous week, 3,563,000; 
in 1897, 6,268,000. rease in 1898 com- 
pared with 1897, 2,581,000 bus. The in- 
creased movement of wheat is due to the 
northwest. Of the total movement of 6,508, - 
000 bus, the northwest is credited with 
2,959,000, and the other seven points with 
3,544,000. In the corresponding week in 
1897, the northwest receipts were 1,821,000 
bus, and the other seven ints 5,658,000. 
This northwest movement me the 
great depressing element in the market. At 
the winter wheat points the receipts are yet 
daily less than iu 1897, but the great expec- 
tations from the northwest overcome all 
other considerations. The bears make it 
their shibboleth in their attacks, and the 
friends of wheat are intimidated and stand 
aloof. I have tried for weeks to show reasons 
for maintaining present or higher prices, 
but it is of no use. Nothing seems to warm 
the old-time wheat investors into life and 
action, and I subside with a peries shot. 
The news by cable this week m England 
and other countries except France indicates 
shorter yields than expected. Some of the 
Russian reports are serious, but they need 
confirmation. 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Elevator 
& Milling Co. says: ‘‘We have had a fair 
trade this week in flour, although the gen- 
eral situation is dull. Our sales about 
equaled our output. The movement of 
wheat is still moderate. We have run our 
mills full time at all points. Millfeed is 
weak and lower and difficult to sell.’’ 

Mr. Cutter of the National Milling Co. 
says their mill has run full time this week and 
their sales equal their production. about 
one-half for export. Prices at the close of 
the week favored millers, but the wheat 
movement is only moderate. Millfeed dull 
at last week's prices. ; 

The other Toledo mills have also bee 
running full time. The flour output at To- 
ledo this week is 21,500 bbls.

Owing to the brill- 
jiant and almost trop- 
ical weather during the 

t week, the market 
as been very quiet, 
almost dull. Minneso- 
ta first patent flour 
and choice clear flour 
are getting scarcer 
week by week, and 
command prices far above their real 
value; and, as long as the hot weather 
prevails, these two grades will have the 
preference. Buyers in general, how- 
ever, are very reluctant to operate, and 
still continue to pursue that unsatisfactory 
manner of doing business—the hand-to- 
mouth policy, so that the ordinary grades of 
flour are extremely difficult to move and can 
only be sold at concessions in price. French 
millers have been offering flour on this 
inarket, but have met with very poor results, 
and are willing to accept abnormally low 
offers if there is any chance of making a 
sale. The harvest this year is being gath- 
ered under the most favorable conditions. 
Though thunder storms have been reported 
in different parts-of the country they do not 
appear to have interfered with harvest oper- 
ations; in fact, it is said that the rainfall 
during August, and indeed throughout the 
year, has been considerably less than the 
average. This year seems a year of plenty 
almost all over the world, and it is thought 
that prices will decline considerably as the 
autumn advances. As there is every proba- 
bility of an abundant crop, buyers do not 
trouble about buying for forward shipment, 
but only just supply their immediate require- 
ments, thus causing the market to be de- 
pressed, and the lower wheat offers from 
America have also had their effect on the 
market. The visible supply of wheat and 
flour was much reduced during the week, 
the reduction amounting to 3,000,000 bus, 
which brings it down tothe low point of 
36,000,000, which is an unprecedentedly 
small quantity. The imports of wheat into 
the United Kingdom this week were 288,000 
qrs, and of flour, 104,000 sacks. 
LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co. (Aug. 23): ‘‘Dur- 
ing the week’ both spot wheat and wheat for 
September delivery declined about 3d per 
ctl. December wheat delivery, however, 
is only 1d per ctl lower. The flour trade 
during the whole week has been very dull 
and dragging, and prices must be quoted 
fully 6d per sack lower, and more for some 
grades. Moreover, flour for delivery a 
month hence can be bought at several shil- 
lings less than spot quotations, but there 
are hardly any buyers to be found, and, so 
far, there is no revival whatever of confi- 
dence. It looks, indeed, as if we would 
have to face a still further decline in prices. ’’ 

GLASGOW. 

Dunlap Bros. (Aug. 24): ‘‘Easier Amer- 
ican advices and a continuance of brilliant 
weather over the United Kingdom and con- 
tinent have given a week of very dull trade 
here. The arrivals are light of wheat and 
flour and liberal of maize.’’ 

R. Hunter Craig & Co. (Aug. 25): ‘‘A 
steady trade has been passing at about the 
following prices for spot lots: Minneapolis 
patent, 28s@28& 6d; Minneapolis clear, 22@ 
23s; Milwaukee patent, 26s 6d@27s; Mil- 
waukee clear, 21s 6d@22s; winter wheat pat- 
ent, 27s@27s 6d; winter wheat extra fancy, 
25s@25s 6d; Kansas patent, 26s@26s 6d; 
Kansas clear, 22s@22s 6d; French flour, 26 
«27s; Hungarian No. 0, 36@38s. The im- 
ports this week amount to 12,863 sacks.”’ 

LEITH. 

Wilson & Burnie (Aug. 25): ‘‘There are 
still no signs of scarcity of spring wheat 
flours, and the demand is light. A little 
business has been passing for shipment in 
well-known brands of winter wheat patent, 
but low prices have been taken. Harvest is 
now general all over this district and prom- 
ises to be very good, both as regards quan- 
tity and quality. Home millers made no 
change last week, but yesterday reduced 
their prices of all grades of flour 1s per 
sack. The arrivals since our last are, wheat 
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from America, 24,270 qrs; wheat from Rus- 
sia, nil; flour from America, 12,620 sacks 
and bags; flour from France, 3,660 sacks 
and bags.’”’ 

ROTTERDAM. 


Altona Bros. (Aug. 23): ‘‘Markets con- 
tinue without animation, buyers purchasing 
in small lots. It looks as if prices were al- 
most low enough to enable buyers to get in 
now and to buy at reasonable rates, for, 
though the production of wheat is estimated 
larger, the world will need a larger amount 
than Jast year. Our advice is, ‘hold your 
wheat,’ for it will be the best policy for 
some time to come. Wheat and flour are in 
very sinall demand, and though stocks are 
comparatively light, holders must quote low 
figures if they wish to sell anything. All 
prices are lower than last week.”’ 

NATIONAL WHEAT STORES. 

The agricultural committee on national 
wheat stores has quite recently completed 
its labors, and its report is now pubilshed. 
Though it is not likely that anything defi- 
nite will result from the labors of this com - 
mittee, there are some points brought out 
by the committee’s investigation which are 
of interest, and a brief report as to the in- 
stitution of the committee and the nature of 
its labors may be of interest to the readers 
of the Northwestern Miller. 

The committee was formed to inquire 
and report how far and in what way the 
proposed establishment of national wheat 
stores would affect the interests of the 
British farmers. On the committee were 
four members of parliament, besides the 
Ear! of Coventry. while the other members 
were representative men of the agricultural 
interest selected from various counties. 
The committee, while not specially charged 
to consider whether a reserve of wheat is nec- 
essary for England as a safeguard against 
famine in the event of war, did hear much 
evidence bearing on this point, from the 
national as well as from the agricultural 
point of view, and the committee states in 
its report that there was a general consensus 
of opinion among the witnesses to the 
effect that some steps were necessary to 
guard against the risk of famine in case of 
war. Mr. Seton-Karr, M. P., thought that 
wheat stores ‘‘are as necessary to this coun- 
try as our arsenals,’’ adding, ‘‘I feel very 
strongly that we ought to have this reserve 
of grain, either in the land or insome form 
of granary.’’ A member of the committee 
stated that, at a representative gathering of 
agriculturists at Banbury, there was a gen- 
eral feeling in favor of national wheat stores, 
or some system of increasing our stock. Mr. 
Pillman of Pillman & Phillips, said, ‘‘The 
position of the country is a serious one, and, 
under present circumstances, is not likely 
to get any better.°’ Mr. Horne of Ross 
T. Smyth & Co. points out the perilous 
position this country would be placed in for 
its food supply, should a combination 
against Great Britain arise, and thinks the 
matter should be faced seriously, and pro- 
vision made for the guod of its people by 
always having in the country a six-month’s 
supply. Mr. Chambers, who may safely be 
called the doyen of the London flour trade, 
said that for twenty years he had thought 
this country was in a serious position in re- 
gard to its food spuplies. 

A statement of the home-grown wheat and 
flour, compared with the imported wheat 
and flour of the United Kingdom, for the 
years 1854-5, 1874-5, 1895-6, showed the fol- 
lowing quantities: Home-grown wheat and 
flour, 17,563,000 qrs, 12,900,000 qrs, and 
4,800,000 qrs, respectively, showing a steady 
diminution, while the imported wheat and 
flour, which amounted to 2,983,000 qrs in 
1854-5, and 11,700,000 in 1874-5, had risen, 
in 1895-6, to 23,300,000 qrs. 

From a table handed in by Mr. Rew, it 
appeared that the largest wheat area in 
Great Britain was 4,213,651 acres in 1856-7; 
and the smallest 1,456,042 in 1895-6. The 
largest home crop recorded was 18,204,190 
qrs in 1863-4, the yield that year being 39%, 
bus, and the smallest was 4,785,638 qrs in 
1895-6, the yield, that year being 26%¢ bus. 
While, in 1854-5, 86 per cent of the wheat 
in the United Kingdom was home-grown, 
in 1895-6 it fell to 16.6 per cent. The last- 
named year, however, was exceptional. The 
report adds. ‘‘With the increase of popula- 
tion and the absence, under existing con- 
ditions, of any probable extension of the 
home wheat area. this dependence, i. e. on 
breadstuffs brought from over the sea, is 
likely to become year by year greater. The 
immediate dependence of the country upon 
the supply of wheat from abrvuad might be 
diminished, if the course of trade involved 
the maintenance of considerable stocks in 
the hands of corn merchants and millers. 
This, however, is not the case. On the con- 
trary, the evidence received by the commit- 
tee through some of the highest authorities 
in the corn trade was to the effect that the 
quantity of wheat in stock at any particu- 
lar time tends to decrease, and is now much 
smaller than formerly’’. Mr. Smyth, of 
Ross T. Smyth & Co. said: ‘‘The reserve 
of wheat is quite insufficient. The maxi- 
mum of reserve varies. After harvest we 
have the whole home crop, and then that 
greatly diminishes. The stocks imported 
are usually largest towards the end of the 
calendar year, and greatly diminish after 
that. The largest exports only take place 


after the harvest of the world in the north- 
ern hemisphere, and they arrive here in the 
autumn and winter. Then the uncertaint 
about the growing crops of the world, an 
the production of the world, deters mer- 
chants from importing before our harvest, 
and they naturally hesitate about importing 
until they can get some idea what the grow- 
ing crops are. Therefore the natural tend- 
ency is that the reserve in the country is 
lowest during summer. Whereas there is 
very likely six or seven-mouths* stock of 
wheat in the autumn, there is probably no 
more than two or three in the summer. At 
the time that our home stock is lowest, for- 
eign imports sales also tend to be lowest. Of 
course, at certain times, when the southern 
hemisphere has good crops,—Australia, Ar- 
gentine and Chili,—their wheats come in in 
summer, their harvests being about Christ- 
mas. 

From all the evidence the committee in- 
fers that for six months after the end of 
March in any year- the quantity of wheat 
and flour seldom exceeds six-weeks’ supply. 
The committee takes the trouble to explain 
that it has no intention of disparaging the 
importance of maintaining the navy at the 
standard which the policy of the nation has 
laid duwn as necessary, viz., an equality 
with or superiority to the combined naval 
strength of any other two nations. Witness- 
es had urged however, that apart from a sur- 
prise by enemies’ cruisers, there is a possi- 
bility that a nation, or a coalition of na- 
tions, intending to make war on Great Brit- 
ain, might forestall the supply of wheat by 
the purchase of futures. Mr. Procter, for 
instance, said he could quite imagine that 
if Russia today were at war with us our own 
supplies from there would be stopped. 
and, through Germany and other sources, 
she night buy in America practically all the 
American wheat. Seth Taylor, the London 
miller, suggested that other nations might 
prohibit the export of wheat. 

The necessity for a reserve of breadstuffs 
in some form or another being admitted, 
the proposals for securing it, which were 
Jaid before the committee, were grouped in- 
to three classes. First, a stimulus to wheat- 
growing in the United Kingdom; second, a 
subsidy to millers on flour held for a certain 
time, and third, national stores of bread- 
stuffs. The committee considers that the 
first two proposals, looked at simply for the 
purpose of providing a reserve of wheat in 
the country, break down. With regard to 
the subsidy to millers. Mr. Smyth, of Ross 
T. Smyth & Co.. who supported this propo- 
sal, explained the system adopted in France 
by which a subsidy of two francs per quin- 
tal is paid on flour kept by private individ- 
uals, merchants and millers, chiefly the lat- 
ter, in certain recognized warehouses. 

The proposal for national stores of wheat 
was laid before the committee by V. Wal- 
bran Chapman, who worked out the details 
of the scheme with great care and elabora- 
tion. Mr. Chapman said that the govern- 
ment as a matter of imperial defence, and 
consequently out of funds provided from the 
exchequer, should erect forty stores or gran- 
aries, in different parts of the country, pref- 
erably in proximity to arsenals or military 
stations, so as to be readily protected in case 
of riot or invasion, the stores to have an 
aggregate capacity of 10,000,000 qrs. Of 
this, 8,000,000 qrs should form a permanent 
stock,the purchase of this quantity to spread 
over three years. Thereafter, one-third an- 
nually, to be sold and replaced under strict 
regulations, securing that the operation 
should be continuous, and that sale and pur- 
chase should be as nearly as possible simul- 
taneous, so as not to affect the supply and 
demand on the market. Mr. Chapman fur- 
ther proposed that storage space for 2,000, - 
000 qrs should be held at the disposal of the 
growers of British wheat, and that British 
wheat should be subject to the right of the 
government, in the time of war,to take it at 
its value of the current price of the day, 
with a further suin of 10 per cent, or 20 per 
cent, to be fixed by law, as compensation 
for forced sale. 

The committee admits that it is difficult 
to estimate the effect that the existence of 
natioral granaries would have on the corn 
trade and on growers of corn. A large ma- 
jority of the most competent and experi- 
enced witnesses were of opinion that, dur- 
ing first purchases of the stock, until the 
granaries were filled, there might be some 
slight rise in the price of wheat, but, when 
the granaries were filled, the market would 
not be affected one way or another. Con- 
cerning this, Mr. Broomhall said: ‘‘I think 
when it became known that the government 
had decided to buy 3,000,000 qrs of wheat, 
that the prices would stiffen, just as if 
France were to enter the market next season 
and buy 3,000,000 qrs. But it is by no 
means certain that a rise would take place. 
We have the instance of France and Ger- 
many enlarging their purchases to the ex- 
tent of 5,000,000 qrs in 1893-4, while prices 
at the same time fell 5s per qr.”’ 

In conclusion, the committee says that in 
its opinion under no circumstances should 
national wheat stores be drawn upon except 
in case of grave national emergency caused 
by actual war. The committee is unable to 
conclude, from the evidence that has been 
laid before it, that national wheat stores 
would have any material effect upon the in- 
terests of agriculture, o1 of the corn trade.

The committee is profoundly impressed by 
the evidence given as to the immense im- 
portance of government wheat stores as an 
essential item of national defense. The 
committee reconimends that the government 
be most strongly urged to obtain the ap- 
pointment at the earliest possible date of a 
royal commission, comprising representa- 
tives of agriculture, the corn trade, ship- 
ping, and the army and navy, to conduct 
an exhaustive inquiry into the whole subject 
of the national food supply in case of war. 

If one looks at the object for which the 
committee was formed, it will be seen that 
the conclusion of the committee in this re- 
gard, is rather non-committal, though the 
other question of the importance of govern. 
nent wheat stores, which naturally suggests 
itself, seems to have taken so much impor- 
tance in the minds of the committee that its 
members wish to see this matter considered 
by a royal commission, probably with a 
special view to the establishment of national 
wheat stores. 





HUNGARY.

During July the very 
high prices of wheat 
which ruled at the be- 
ginning, underwent an 
enormous decline, such 
as has never before 

=, been experienced in 
3 this country. It has 
now me evident 
that the high range of 
prices had seriously af- 
fected consumption, and while the public 
was restricting the use of wheat flour as 
much as possible, most of the mills reduced 
their output accordingly. It was, in fact, a 
time of unpreceden inactivity in the 
trade, and if there were only very little wheat 
in the market, the demand was still falling 
short of the supply. This was due not only 
to the. unsatisfactory position of the flour 
trade but also to a widespread feeling that 
this year’s crop prospects were brilliant, 
and the yield would be an uncommon one. 
This belief was further strengthened by the 
excellent results of the first samples, which 
seem to have been of a misleading nature 
this year, though first samples generally 
come from the very best fields. Also, the 
weather during pe was very favorable, 
and, in short, everthing was conducive to 
an overestimatiou of the crop, but already 
the last days of July brought a change, for 
there arrived rumors of very disappointing 
yields from the most important districts. 
such as the Theiss country. Also, the lower 
prices were beginning to tell and the de- 
mand improved rapidly in Austria as well 
as in this country. 
* 

The mills of course went back to work as 
soon as ever they could, and as they had 
to secure some wheat, spot wheat went up 
accordingly. Notwithstanding this, there 
was avery uneasy feeling in the market 
at first, because speculators had been 
hammering down the price of autumn de- 
livery, so that there was an enormous dis- 
parity in the value of spot wheat and deliv- 
ery, which frightened people and limited 
the demand for flour to prompt delivery, 
which nobody dared to buy for later deliv- 
ery. Only the last fortnight has brought an 
improvement in this respect, for prices are 
now drawing nearer together, and it is the 
higher price which keeps firm and is draw- 
ing the lower range up to its own level. 
This buoyant tone of the market is largely 
due to farmers selling as little wheat as pos- 
sible. Then, too, the mills seem to be much 
impressed by the turn matters have been 
taking, for some of them have been selling 
abroad rather cheaply for forward delivery, 
especially in England, where a_ short time 
ago even sales of top grades at 27s for Sep- 
tember shipment are reported. This price 
is 10s below the value obtained at the same 
time in United Kingdom ports, in store, 
and certainly the situation here does in no 
way warrant proceedings of such a kind. It 
is to be surmised, therefore, that these mills 
will now change their policy.

BUENOS AIRES. 
[Special Correspondence. ] 


A recent letter from 
London ventures the 
supposition that hold- 
ers of Argentine wheat 
will now be inclined to 
market it at reasonable 
prices. This. however, 
they show no inclina- 
tion to do; it is just 
the other way, and they 
are holding on for all 
they are worth, with the result that there is 
absolutely nothing doing in the export mar- 
ket and very little in the domestic. In fact, 
they are holding so tight that a raise has 
taken place in the price of superior wheat 
for millers, for it is known that several 
inillers in Buenos Aires are running out of 
their stocks and will soon enter the market. 
So slowly is wheat coming in that from July 
| to 24 only about 17,000 tons have entered 
ill ports of export and for the present week 
arrivals fell under 4,000 tons. The exports 
since the end of June have been only 9,000 
tons, and the greater part*of this went to 
Brazil. The only business doing is for ac- 
count of that market. The price of wheat 
in this market is such that it absolutely pro- 
hibits export to Europe. and there is no say- 
ing how long such a state of affairs will ex- 
ist. Authorities nearly all agree that there 
is yet plenty of wheat to come forward. and 
that it is only a question of time for hold- 
ers to become convinced that they will have 
to dispose of their stocks at a considerable 
loss when compared with the purchasing 
price. In about two months the result of 
the new crop will be fairly well ascertained, 
and if it continues as satisfactory as at pres- 
ent, prices must come down. 

* * 

A few years ago our millers shipped smal] 
quantities of flour to Europe, more espe- 
cially to England, but the business has long 
since ceased. So far this year we have sent 
only 29 tons to Belgium, 165 tons to Italy 
and 10 tons to orders; the rest has gone to 
Brazil. To this latter country we have sent 
during the first six months of the current 
year, 11.367 tons of flour, which makes the 
total exports for the half year 11.571 tons, 
whereas in the same period of last year our 
exports reached 26,773 tons. These figures 
speak for themselves and require no expla- 
nation other than that our trading morals 
are the cause, and however much we may 
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reform, it will take a long time to undo the 
harm that has been done. A lost reputation 
takes a lot of recovering.

The Review of the Biver Plate has pub- 
lished its export returns for the first six 
n.onths of this year, and from this we see 
that the total wheat exports amounted to 
645,398 tons to the following destinations:

I have 
previously pointed out the total capacity of 
our mills, and how on account of their 
number they are nearly all working under 
half capacity. There is, as I have frequent- 
ly shown, plenty of room for improvement 
in quality of their flour; but if one or two 
millers commence to make really good flour, 
the others will doubtless follow. A large 
nuwber of our mills bave been fitted with 
the very best machinery, and are capable of 
turning out flour of first-rate quality. Some 
time ago a milling company was formed in 
England to work out here. This company 
was registered in London on May 27 as ‘‘La 
Compafiia Molinera Anglo-Argentina, Ltd ,*’ 
with a capital of £100,000 in £100 shares. 
This is the company in which Messrs. Bal- 
four and Williamson of Liverpool are inter- 
ested. It is the company’s intention to 
work for the Brazilian market.

In wheat, the most interesting news of

ery was on a still lower basis. The break 
in the wheat market permitted of a good 
export business, and sales for shipment 
were large, the declines catching a good 
many resting orders. It is quite likely that 
the clearances will soon show an increase, 
owing to the large purchases. The decline 
has induced active liquidation in the specu- 
lative market. 

Corn moved very little during the week. 
Prices were steady on the spot, with export 
orders quite close to the market, and quite 
a large business was put through at the low- 
er quotations. 

A steady decline marked the cash oats mar- 
ket, owing to the pressure of new oats. 
The decline is pronounced in both white 
and mixed oats. At the decline a more 
active export business was seen.

The past season so far has been a poor 
one for the Erie canal. The arrivals of all 
grain at New York were only 10,708,000 bus 
by canal, against 10,175,000 last year, and 
19,572,0U0 two years ago. The receipts by 
rail were 49,350,000 bus, against 48,848.000 
last year, and 29,156,000 two years ago. 
The wheat movement this year is insignifi- 
cant, amounting to only 40,000 bus, which 
is understood to be the lowest in the history 
of the canal. It is stated that the poor con- 
dition of the canal on the une hand and al- 
leged active rate cutting by the railroads on 
the uther have been causes of small canal 
movement. The enormous breaks in the 
canal have been so disheartening that many 
shippers practically abandoned the use of 
the canal for the season.

The state of the flour 
market has not mate- 
rially changed during 
the past week. The 
situation is very quiet. 
Mills are running easy 
on full time, largely on 
current orders. Trade 
in the south is limited, 
but eastern shipments 
continue to be of fair 
volume. Buyers in the east seem to appre- 
ciate more than those elsewhere the present 
very low prices of Kansas hard wheat flour, 
and are buying rather more freely than here- 
tofore. High wheat in this market has a 
very depressing effect on the export market. 
Kew mills are doing any foreign business in 
better grades of flour, and little is looked 
for so long as present wheat and flour prices 
prevail. This matter of prices forms the 
principal ground of complaint of the miller. 
Flour is too low, and wheat is too high. 
The slump of one to three cents in spot 
wheat here today was probably the most 
encouraging feature of the week. It 
is hoped with some reason that flour prices 
can be maintained at somewhere near the 
former figure, and thus leave a little better 
margin for the mill. First patents from 
Kansas hard wheat are held here today at 
$3.45, the same as a week ago. Some com- 
iment has been occasioned by the report 
from Chicago that Kansas patents were sold 
there last week at $3.15@3.25, while flour 
under the same name here was selling at 
nearly $3.50. Millers say that the Chicago

There has been a slip 
backward this week in 
the matter of trade. 
There is a fairly good 
trade on small rush or- 
ders with tracers, but 
no large bookings to 
speak of. One miller 
sold more than twice 
his weekly output the 
first four days, and an- 
other sold 5,000 bbls; but, as a rule, the 
offers for future shipments were entirely too 
low, and three-fourths of them were rejected 
by the mills. Friday and Saturday were ex- 
tremely dull. Prices of flour have been 
hammered down relatively much faster than 
wheat. The drop is fifty cents, while the 
decline in wheat, in proportion, has been not 
over twenty-five cents. Any further slump 
will entail a loss to every miller in the state 
doing ashipping business. What then? It is 
dry in many parts of the state though there 
have been local showers. The situation is 
unfavorable for wheat seeding. A large acre- 
age of white wheat will be sown.

DEATH OF A. T. DAVIS. 


The state has lost another honored and

The greater part of 
the cutting of grain in 
the spring wheat sec- 
tion is completed. A 
very small amount of 
wheat in the northern 
part of North Dakota 
is still standing and 
there is some late-sown 
flax yet to be cut. Fall 
plowing is being done 
all over the Dakotas, and the indications 
are that a big acreage will be placed in con- 
dition for crop next year. Though the crop 
of grain this year was quite large, prices 
are disappointing, and the weather is un- 
favorable for threshing grain, so that farm- 
ers will not derive a very handsome profit 
from their year’s work. Considerable thresh- 
ing has been done, but between the rain 
and fierce winds, not nearly the progress 
has been made in threshing that was ex- 

ted. It has been difficult to keep grain 
ry. The wind would blow open headed 
stacks of wheat and the rain wet them 
through to the bottom. Of course the stacks 
dry again, but this oe repeated several 
times can hardly have a good effect on 
wheat. 

The mills through this section are run- 
ning pretty generally, most of them grind- 
ing new wheat. They find that the new 
crop makes an excellent quality of flour and 
buyers have taken the product of these mills 
liberally. 

¥* *¥ 


W. H. Stokes, Watertown, S. D: ‘‘The 
weather has been all that could be desired 
for finishing harvesting and commencing 
threshing. Threshing has been going on 
about a week, and as far as I have learned, 
the smallest yield has been ten and the larg- 
est twenty-two bushels an acre; the average 
seems to be about fifteen bushels. The qual- 
ity is very fine and I think most of it will 
go No. 1. The Watertown Roller mill is 
congratulating itself on having the best 
wheat to grind since 1882. The mill is now 
running full time on new and old wheat 
mixed—about half and half. Have not 
made any tests of the flour, but think the 
quality will be fine, as it seems to be round 
and shurp. The receipts of new wheat are 
liberal. Old wheat is practically exhausted. 
Farmers are starting to cut flax; none has 
been threshed yet. Orders are coming free- 
ly, both domestic and foreign.’’

Country shops continue to enjoy a good 
demand for flour barrels. 

Evidence of the large buying of heading 
lately is found in the comparatively large 
receipts. 

One shop last week sold over 3,000 ten and 
twelve hickory-hoop barrels. An order was 
also received for a few hundred ten-hoop 
half barrels. 

For the week ended Sept. 3, flour-barrel 
stock was unloaded at Minneapolis by five 
shops as follows: Elm staves, 14 cars; head- 
ing, 10; coiled elm hoops, 5, and hickory 
hoops, 3. 

The sale of 33,380 barrels by five shops last 
week represented the consumption of about 
190,000 patent coiled hoops and 113,000 
hickory. The sixth shop here uses practi- 
cally no hickory hoops. 

In St. Paul, James Hoban, a cooper, is 
under arrest on the charge of striking Joseph 
Trenaner, another cooper, with a six-pound 
sledge hammer. The latter is in the hospi- 
tal as a result of the assault. 

For the week ended Sept. 27, shops at 
nine outside points in the northwest sold 
10,095 barrels and made 8,570. The stock 
received by these shops consisted of 2 cars 
heading, 1 Wisconsin elm staves, 1 car elm 
staves and 1 hickory hoops. The shops re- 
porting were at New Ulm, Mankato, Can- 
non Falls, Red Wing, Shakopee, St. Cloud, 
Hastings. Faribault, Minn., and La Crosse, 
Wis. 

G. F. Brown of Liken, Brown & Co., 
Merrill, Mich., made a flying trip to Min- 
neapolis last Tuesday. the says that one 
peculiar feature existing in northern Michi- 
gan is that hard wood timber, such as is 
used by the stave men, is selling for lumber 
at $16 per M, where a year ago it cost only 
$11. No stave manufacturer, he argues, 
can afford to pay this high price for timber 
to be cut into barrel stock, particularly at 
present values of stock. The timber natur- 
ally drifts toward lumber purposes under 
these circumstances, even the stave men 
that possess timber land being inclined to 
sell it for lumber. Liken. Brown & Co.'s 
dry kiln connected with their stave factory 
at Central Lake, Mich., which burned Aug. 
15, has been rebuilt and is again in use. 
The stave factory proper had a very narrow 
escape from destruction at the time. The 
loss of the firm was about $2,500, on which 
there was $1,300 insurance. 


**T do not see how the heading manufactur- 
ers can reasonably expect very much higher 
prices,’’ said a shop manager Saturday. 
‘*Farmers up to now have been busy har- 
vesting, but they will soon find time to haul 
bolts and supply the factories. Conditions 
are entirely different from what they were a 
few years ago. Then the factoryman was 
without dry kilns and had to pile his stock 
in the yard and wait for it todry. Today, 
with his dry kiln and other modern facili- 
ties, he is able to take green timber and in 
ten days or less turn out perfectly dry head- 
ing ready for the barrel. And another point 
presents itself: Our shops, beside having 
40,000 stored barrels on hand, has perhaps 
25,000 sets of heading. I know of others 
similarly situated. This supply will go 
quite a ways toward meeting the demand 
and preventing prices going skyward. Then, 
when heading goes to four cents, it can be 
shipped from Michigan. This has been done 
and it can be done again. 

The Minneapolis Trades Assembly received 
a communication from the Cooper’s Inter- 
national Union of Chicago, making a state- 
ment as to trouble existing between it and 
Swift Packing Co. It sets forth that on 
May 9 the coopers of the Swift company 
asked for a raise of wages from $2.25 and 
$2.50 to $2.50 and $3 perday. This demand 
was in conformity with the union scale of 
wages prevailing in the union stockyards 
since 1894, with the exception of three 
houses, of which the Swift company was 
one. As the latter refused to comply,a strike 
ensued. The Chicago federation of labor 
took the matter up, but failed to secure any 
settlement. Since the date of this trouble 
the Swift company is alleged to have been 
filling up its establishment with non-union 
coopers. As this firm declines to concede 
to the organized coopers of Chicago what 
they believe to be a fair compensation for 
the kind of work performed they appeal to 
their fellow workers to aid them in the 
struggle by refusing to patronize any of the 
meat markets or groceries handling the 
products of the Swift company. 

There was a decrease of 14,000 in the bar- 
rel sales last week. This was partly due to 
the unexpected closing down Thursday of 
the largest mill in the city, and partly to 
the fact that all the mills continued to run 
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heavily on export orders. The higher rates 
that now prevail tend to take the mills back 
to domestic orders, and that is calculated 
to increase the demand for wooden pack- 
ages. Therefore increascd sales are likely 
to be shown this week. The business last 
week was pretty fairly distributed. and no 
shop was at all rushed. Practically all the 
shops made more barrels than they sold,and 
as a result, the make was 10,000 barrels the 
highest.

The feature of the barrel stock market 
seems to be that, owing to the light apple 
crop to be realized, stave men are less con- 
tident than they were a few weeks back. 
There is no disguising the fact that stock 
handlers have been badly disappointed in 
the apple yield, as at one time there was 
a good prospect of a large crop and they 
banked a great deal upon it. Some of them, 
as a result, are less disposed to hold for an 
advance; instead, accepting the situation as 
it stands, they are selling at current prices. 
Locally, while the market is stronger than a 
month ago, stave men seem willing to 
contract ahead at prices they have 
heretofore considered too low. For in- 
stance, considerable quantities of Michigan 
elm staves are reported to have been sold at 
not to exceed $6.20@6.25 per thousand, 
and that. range is considered as _ very 
fairly representing actual selling quo- 
tations at the present time. Coopers 
will pay these prices, but will not go above 
them. And there isa good deal of stock to 
be bought between now and the close of 
navigation for current and winter consump- 
tion. Heading is fairly firm and steady. 
Where but recently there were factories ask 
ing as high'as 4c per set, very little has 
been sold at above 31¢c. It may not be an 
easy matter to buy much of the best quality 
at 3l¢c, but 3%@3%c would doubtless be 
accepted quite freely. Shop managers say 
that they would uot be surprised to have to 
pay 35¢c for most of what they buy from 
this on. Were prices to go to 4c, however, 
they would expect to use more or less Mich- 
igan heading, as manufacturers of that 
state would ship here on that basis. Patent 
hoops are quiet. For a good quality. barrel 
men are willing to pay $6.25 per M, and 
that appears to be about their limit. It is 
a very easy matter to buy the best makes of 
Wisconsin hoops at this price.

The New Washington (O.) Mfg. Co., a 
barrel concern, has gone into the hands of a 
receiver. 

One shop in Milwaukee is using a machine 
for heading and hooping slack barrels, as a 
substitute for hand labor. 

The hoop and heading mill of E. Jen- 
uings at Gladwin, Mich., was burned lately. 
Loss about $5,000; insurance, $2,000. 

Regarding the situation in Chicago, the 
Northwestern Lumberman of Sept. 3 says: 
‘*The market continues to be characterized 
by extreme dullness. There is no demand 
for tierces or pork barrels, and prices are 
only nominal. A few tierces have been sold 
during the week at 8744@90c. Pork barrels 
are dull at 70@72\¢c, although some ash bar- 
rels are selling within that range. Tierce 
hoops have decreased in value, because of 
the advent of new stock. Supplies are now 
ample for the very limited requirements of 
this market. On other classes of stock, the 
demand is very light and prices remain as 
heretofore quoted. ’’ 

John H. Black, Buffalo, N. Y: ‘‘The eon- 
ditions of the cooperage trade in the east 
are tricky and uncertain. All things con- 
sidered, the demand is very light and the 
supply proportionately heavy. The chief 
trick among manufacturers and dealers is 
to sell, no matter what the price; the result 
is that there is no profit. The fruit trade 
is a disappointment to every one. Quite 
extensive preparations were made early in 


the season in anticipation of a big crop of 
apples. Now that the crop is found to be 
light, and, what is worse, of poor quality, 
there is a scramble among dealers and map- 
ufacturers to unload, with a consequent cut 
in prices. The flour barrel business in Buf- 
falo and through the east generally is prac- 
tically nil. There is still a little doing, but 
nothing to compare with ten years ago; it 
is constantly growing less. The sanguine 
are hoping for a more favorable turn, but 
they have been hoping and prophesying for 
years, and still the case grows worse. The 
cement trade has been tolerably brisk, but 
bags instead of barrels are being used in 
increasing quantities, so that trade is now 
of little value to cooperage men. In tight 
barrels the business is light, as well as in 
other lines, and prices poor. The demand 
for all kinds of packages is remarkably 
light with no prospect of early improvement.

THE APPLE CROP. 


The August report of the department of 
agriculture has this to say of apples: 

The reports as to the apple crop are in- 
creasingly unfavorable. In New York, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and Kansas, the 
indications are for a crop not exceeding 
one-third of the normal; In New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Iowa and Nebraska, the probabilities 
point to a crop of from one-third to one- 
half of the normal, while from Maine, 
Georgia, Michigan, Tennessee and Arkansas 
the reports indicate from one-half to two- 
thirds of a crop. From this enumeration 
of states in which the indications are ex- 
ceedingly unfavorable, it will readily be 
seen that the apple-growing states in which 
the conditions are at all satisfactory are 
few in number. 

The department's estimate of the condi- 
tion of apples in various states, compared 
with an average, are shown below, together 
with comparisons with the conditions on 
July 1, and also Aug. 1, 1896, the yeur of 
the immense crop:

NEW ORLEANS.

September first in 
this market is the be- 
ginning of the busi- 
ness ‘year, and all 
affairs and statistics 
date from that day. 
The nay year has been 
a fairly good one in 
all lines in this mar- 
ket, in spite of the 
war, but especially so 
in regard to grain exports. The figures for 
the past twelve months are as follows: 
Wheat, 16.329,163 bus,. against 3,912,995 for 
the preceding twelve months, or a gain for 
the year of 12,416,168; corn, 22,465,500, 
against 29,465,286; oats, 2,154,624, against 
849,186. These shipments were divided 

among twenty-eight foreign ports. 

During September twenty-two cargoes of 
grain left this port, destined to Liverpool, 
Antwerp. Hamburg, Rotterdam, London, 
Copenhagen, and Belfast. They aggregated 
609,257 bus of corn and 938,508 wheat. 

Receipts of leading articles for the past 
week are as follows: Flour, 17,125 bbls; 
cornweal, 3,554; grits, 2,680; bran, 95x 
sacks; wheat, 129,600 bus; corn, 6,927 sacks 
and 488,600 bus in bulk; oats, 6,573 sacks. 

The local market is steady but quiet, the 
demand being mainly for small lots in fluur 
and feedstuffs. Prices are steady at the fol- 
lowing quotations, from store: Winter pat- 
ents, $3.75@3.85 a bbl; extra fancy, $2.35@ 
3.40; fancy, $3; Minnesota patents, $4.50; 
rye flour, $3.65; cornmeal, $1.75 a bbl; grits,

Farmers have all stacked the.r 
wheat, with the exceptions of a few that had 
to sell, and they do not seem to be in any 
great hurry to sell at the present prices. 
What new wheat we have got is very nice, 
and when thoroughly cured, will make a 
great deal tetter flour than last year’s crop.’ 

W. L. Harvey, secretary New Prague 
(Minn.) Flouring Mill Co: ‘‘We last week 
did a large business in flour, both for do- 
mestic and export shipment, and at fairly 
satisfactory prices. We have added some 
machinery to both our Blue Earth City and 
New Prague mills, which increases our ca 
pacity considerably, and we shall be com- 
pelled to run seven days in the week during 
September, froin the present outlook. We 
had very dry weather through this section 
while the crop was maturing and during har 
vest, and our new wheat is in exceedingly 
fine condition for milling.

In the corresponding 
week of last year the exports were 6,000 bbls 
and in 1896, 42.220, Patents are in good 
demand for both foreign and domestic ac- 
count. The foreign demand is especially 
active and encouraging. The demand for 
clears is dull to fair. Prices for all mill 
products are lower, but the percentage of 
decline is greater in prices on patents and 
clears than in mill offal. Mills are running 
almost entirely on new wheat, a small per- 
centage only of old stuff being used. There 
is only an occasional inquiry for a car of 
old-wheat flour. The break in prices is due 
to the fact that new wheat is being used, 
which has been quoted much lower than 
grain from the previous crop, alse to a de- 
cline during the week in the cash wheat 
market of about five to six cents a bushel. 
In sympathy with slightly higher quotations 
for corn and oats, mill offal is very firm at 
slightly lower prices than a week ago, except 
for screenings, which show a small advance 
and are being taken freely at $5.75@6 a ton, 
bulk, in car lots at the mills and elevators.
